1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

2. Claims 1- 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Peppiatt 

etal. 

3. Applicant's claim 1 is directed to phthalates comprising stereoisomers 1, 2 and 3. The 
invention may include only stereoisomer 3. The cis- and trans isomers are known in the art as 
disclosed by Peppiatt et al. See page 3123. Therefor applicant's claimed invention comprising 
only stereoisomer 3 is disclosed by Peppiatt et al. No patentable difference is readily 
ascertained. 

As to applicant's claims 5 and 7, since the phthalates are known in the art and a compound may 
not be separated from its inherent properties, the phthalates of claim 5 are also disclosed by 
Peppiatt et al. 

Claims 8-13 appear to be allowable over the art of record.
